FROM FIRE THIS YEAR 


Twenty-Eight Less so Far This Year 


and Smaller Number Burned in 


Conflagrations.

A reduction of 28 in the n umber of 
leaths from lire in In dian a for the 
first six mon ths of the presen t y ear 
ov er the same period last y ear, an d 
a reduction of 6 3 in the n umber of 
people burn ed, n ot seriouly , for the 
same periods, is shgjwn by statistics 
kept by the In dian a State Fire Mar- 
hal. 
Durin g the half y ear en din g Jun e 
30th, there were 39 burn ed to death 
in this state, 13 of which were due 
to gasolin e an d kerosen e burn s, an d 
26 from other tire causes. 
For the 
first six mon ths of last y ear, there 
were 31 deaths from gasolin e or ke­ 
rosen e bums, an d 36 
from 
other 
bums, or a total of 6 7 . 


The use of gasolin e or kerosen e in 
startin g fires was respon sible for a 
large n umber of the 
deaths, 
with 
•v hildren play in g with matches” a 
closed secon d, accordin g to figures 
prepared by the Fire Marshal,

FEWER DEATHS CAUSED 
FROM FIRE THIS YEAR 


Twenty-Eight Less so Far This Year 


and Smaller Number Burned In 


Conflagrations. 


KEROSENE, GASOLINE LEAD 


A reduction of 28 in the number of 
deaths from .fire in Indiana for the 
first six months of the present year 
over the same period last year, and 
a reduction of 63 in the number of 
people burned, not seriouly, for the 
same periods, is shown by statistics 
kept by the Indiana State Fife Mar- 
shal. 


During the half year ending June 


30th,-there were 39 burned to death 
in this state, 13 of which were due 
to gasoline and kerosene burns, and 
26 from other fire causes. For the 
first six months of last year, there 
were 31 deaths from gasoline or ke- 
rosene barns, and 36 from' other 
burns, or a total of 67. 


The use of gasoline or kerosene in 


starting fires was responsible for a 
large number of the deaths, with 
"children playing with matches" a 
closed second, according to figures 
prepared by the Fire Marshal. Ip 
the list of. persons receiving nonfa- 
tal burns'from gasoline and kero- 
sene, there is a reduction from 45 
for the first six months of last year, 
to 16 for the first six Booths of the 
present year. The number of those 
receiving nonfataf bnrn» front other 
«re cause* than gMofin* an* kero- 
sene is reduced from M during the 
first six onths of 1«8, to 30 for the 
«nt half of the present year.

>n the average road ,as flies on a dog's 
back. 


Most of these "projections" will be 


passed over without damage—but oc- 
casionally one strikes just right or is 
lust a bit too high or is struck with a 
ipeed force back of it just a .bit too 
big-—and, bingo! yon have—not nec- 
essarily a blowout right then, but the 
birthplace of a regular man-siied blow- 
ant a week, a month—or perhaps two 
months later. 
. When the blowout does come, it 
may "happen" when the tire is stand- 
ing still, or what is most likely of all, 
yon will discover the inside break 
through it's pinching the inner tube.
